THE 


HOW NOVEL WRITING PAYS. 


Securing a Pablisher is One Thing, Se- 
enring Sates is Quite Another 

Getting books published is one thing; 
setting them sold is quite another Little 
us Trollope made by his first literary ven 
tures, he probably made more than his 
publi#hers. They were not a success be 
cause the public refused to buy them, and 
if Trollope had not been a man of dogged 
resolution he would have given in long 
| re the tide turned. It by no means 
follows, however, that every one who per- 
severes with equal resolution will be 
equally suecessful, or, indeed, achieve 
all; for though by practice a 
man may acquire the knack of writing 
readable English, no amount of persever 
ance, without imagination, will make a 
novelist. 

It is true that some writers appear to 
succeed at the first attempt. Like By- 


ae any 


success at 


} ron, they waken and find themselves fam 
ous, These instances are, however, very 
few, and when careful inquisition is 


made it will generally be found that there 
was previous preparation, and that suc- 
cess was preceded by failure. Charlotte 
| Bronte sprung at a bound into the first 
rank of living novelists; but her great 
natural gifts had been assiduously culti- 
vated for years, From her very child- 
hood she had been studying the art of 
fiction and writing works of imagination. 
The late Hugh Conway another in- 
stance of the same sort, though his genius 
was of a far inferior order His ‘Called 


is 


Back"’ took the country by storm and 
created a rage for shilling horrors; which 
is only now beginning to subside. Yet, 


though ‘Called Back’? was the first work 
he published, it was not by a long way 
the first he wrote. He must have had 
quite a large stock on hand; two, T think, 
have been published since his death; and 
I know a publisher who refused one of 
| Hugh Conway's stories years before the 
publie heard of his existence. 

It would thus appear that to profit by 
authorship, in the ordinary the 
word, something more is required than a 
mere shuttiag of the eyes and an opening 


sense of 


of the mouth. There must be special 
aptitude, patience, perseverance and in- 
dustry. These, with a love of literature 


for its own sake, will probably be suffi- 
cient in ordinary circumstances to insure 
a fair measure of Brilliant sue- 
and enduring fame for genius 
alone, and the man who hopes to make a 
fortune by his pen must be sanguine in- 
deed. True, Scott did great things in 
that way. Dickens accumulated $500,- 
000 (and killed himself in the effort) and

that he wrote in two months. 
But it is not every novelist that pos- 


sesses the genius of Dickens or the fertil 
ity of Trollope, and there is at present 
probably not one English writer who can 
command the prices that he readily ob 
tained More novels are now written 
than ever, and the average price paid to 
authors has suffered a woful diminution 


I have been told that when The London 
Graphic began its prosperous career, its 
proprietors paid as much as $7,500 for 
the serial rights of its long stories.

Thi 
tiles are not at all Persian in style, but 
ire of the blue kind so common in Cairo, 
and resemble especially those of the 
mosque of Abrahim Agha (1652), whieh 
may possibly | en shipped to Egypt 
from Constantinople. The kiosk, with its 
tile lining 1 inlaid doors and paihted 
ceilings, is a dainty little edific more 
like a Cairo than a Stambouli building; 
but the view from its veranda is more 
beautiful still.

the Bosphorus. 


The cypresses and crumb- 
ling masses of irregul 


old buildings of 


the Seraglio conceal the shipping and the 
bridge and less picturesque portions of 
the city; at our feet are the neglected 
hrubs and lawn of the quiet, peaceful 
palace garden, and over the battle 
mented wall we can see the mouth of the 
Golden Horn, and look past it the 
winding Bosphorus, past Scutari on the 
one side and Ortakeui on the other, till 
we almost see the Sweet Waters of Asia. 
Clothed with verdure, fringed with white 


palaces and ruined wooden mansions of 


the past, the Bosphorus is a real earthly 
paradise, and the sultans never made 

greater mistake than when they left the 
lovely seclusion of the old seraglio, with 


its glorious view, and went to live on the 
top of the hill of Yildiz.—Constantinople
